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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-8 have been examined. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 3 and thereby correspondingly dependant claims 4-8 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

More specifically, as it is unclear whether the phrase "said control circuit chooses 
as a subject of entry substitution an entry that has been previously referred to" is 
referring to that which had been previously referred to by more than one of the "plurality 
of instructions contained under a single VLIW instruction" during the execution of that 
single VLIW instruction, or as a result of a VLIW instruction executed at a previous point 
in time, the construction of the claim is considered ambiguous. Corrective action is 
required, however the applicant is reminded that no new matter may be introduced 
which is not supported by the original disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hilditch (5,737,752). 

As per claims 1-2, Hilditch teaches a system and/or method comprising: a set 
associative cache (from which translation look-aside-buffers [i.e. TLBs] are typically 
composed) comprising the means by which a user-defined priority, independent of an 
entry's least-recently-used (LRU) state, may be associated with each Cache/TLB entry 
such that upon the required selection of a victim entry, the least recently used lowest 
priority entry is chosen as the victim; and thereby inherently teaches that when all of the 
entries have the same priority (i.e. same set state), the least recently used entry will be 
selected regardless of their priority; and correspondingly if the entries priorities differ 
(i.e. at least one of the entries are in a reset lower priority state), then the least recently 
used reset lower priority state entry will be chosen (see abstract, column 2 lines 30-36, 
and figures 1-3). Where although that taught by Hilditch utilizes different terminology 
than-that. claimed,, all limitations cited are considered logically inherent, and/or clearly 
obvious as a choice of implementation by one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the claimed invention.
